NYU  Ignites  Powderkeg 
And  Y Offense  Explodes

NEW  YORK— BYU's  explosive 
Cougars  showed  a nation-wide  TV 
audience  and  a packed  house  at 
Madison  Square  Garden  Saturday 
why  they  were  rated  number  one 
in  the  National  Invitational  Tourna- 
ment. 

THE  BRIGHAM  YOUNG  quintet 
accepted  the  championship  trophy 
after  a 97-84  triumph  over  New 
York  University  in  the  tourney 
finals. 

It  was  the  second  NIT  title  for 
BYU,  who  last  won  the  tournament 
in  1951. 

COACH  STAN  WATTS  gave 
credit  for  the  win  to  control  of  the 
boards  and  an  aggressive  defensive 
affort  on  the  part  of  the  Y cagers. 

“The  boys  put  in  40  minutes  of 
basketball  in  this  one,”  said  Coach 
Watts  following  the  contest,  com- 
paring the  rout  of  the  Violets  in 
the  NIT  finale  with  the  Cougars’ 
two  previous  tourney  games. 

COACH  RED  Auei^ach,  of  the 
Boston  Celtics,  commenting  on  the 
BYU-NYU  encounter,  evaluated  it 
in  these  words:  “BYU  simply  over- 
powered them.  They  (the  Cougars) 
outplayed  them  all  over  the  court.” 

The  Cougars  shot  a blistering  59 
per  cent  in  the  first  half,  but  the 


New  Yorkers  were  hot,  too,  and 
matched  their  bigger  foes  almost 
basket  for  basket  until  the  midway 
point.  The  score  at  half  time  was 
48-43  in  BYU’s  favor. 

THE  BLUE  and  white-clad  hoop- 
sters  shifted  their  attack  into  high 
gear  after  the  intermission  and 
built  the  lead  to  18  points  with 
11:17  to  go  in  the  game. 

From  that  point  the  Cougars 
coasted  to  victory. 

THE  BYU  ATTACK  was  led  by 
two  player— Craig  Raymond  and 
Gary  Hill— who  were  non-starters 
before  the  tournament.  Raymond 
and  Hill  were  the  high  scorers  for 
BYU  with  21  apiece,  and  were  fol- 
lowed closely  by  Steve  Kramer 
with  20.  Kramer  was  outstanding  in 
the  three  tournament  outings. 

Dick  Nemelka,  who  sat  on  the 
bench  almost  half  the  game  with 
four  fouls,  still  put  15  key  points 
through  the  hoop. 

NEMELKA'S  companion  on  the 
guard  line,  Jeff  Congdon,  account- 
ed for  11  of  the  Cougar’s  total  and 
set  up  his  mates  for  several  bas- 
kets. The  flashy  guard  set  the 
crowd  buzzing  with  his  court  wiz- 
ardry. 

Rebounding  played  an  important 
part  in  the  Puma  triumph  at  the

The  NIT  Championship— Double  Win 


The  Cougar  basketball  team  really 
brought  home  a big  one 

The  double  triumph  for  BYU  in  the 
National  Invitational  Tournament  most  ef- 
fectively caps  a year  of  growing  prommance 
for  the  Cougars  in  the  national  athletic 
sphere. 

But  the  victory  is  indeed  a total  victory 
because  it  brought  not  only  honor  and  ac- 
claim  for  a crew  of  twelve  talented  basket- 
ball players  and  a delicated  coaching  stall 
but  also  to  the  school  as  a whole. 


The  cheering  legions  of  “instant”  BYU 
fans  from  Villinova  and  Army  plus  oUiers 
in  the  championship  contest  was  a testi- 
mony to  tlie  way  the  Cougar  image  surged 
to  the  top  of  the  big  New  York  City 


touniey. 

The  tremendous  play  of  the  teain  im- 
pressed the  Madison  Square  Garden  tos, 
as  did  the  enthusiasm  of  the  Cougar  I ep 
band,  flag  twirlers,  and  others  who  were 
in  New  York  to  support  the  winning  N.i.i. 
cause. 

This  unified  support  is  the  “double  vic- 
tory” which  the  team  and  the  supporters 
bring  back  to  Provo. 

Looking  at  only  the  sports  side  of  it, 
the  first  National  Invitational  Tournament 
victory  for  BYU  since  it  turned  the  same 
trick  fifteen  years  ago,  plummeted  the  team 
to  new  heights  and  gave  a proper  climax 
after  the  “long”  season  which  was  not  with- 
out its  ups  and  downs. 


From  the  first  game  the  team  played 
on  the  South  American  trip,  to  the  final 
blitz  of  NYU,  the  Cougars  played  ball  with 
all  the  ferver  of  their  accustomed  style. 


Some  times  that  style  inet  its  stumbl- 
ing blocks,  but  when  the  smoke  had  clear- 


ed ..  . the  Cougars  literally  found  them- 
selves at  the  top  of  the  heap. 

Large  credit  must  go  to  Cougar  Coach 
Stan  Watts,  who  led  his  troops  effective^ 
through  all  kinds  of  obstacles  to  the 
championship.  Facing  the  traditional 
“wolves”  who  will  cry  everytime  a coach 
“loses”  two  or  three  games  during  the  year, 
the  veteran  coach  many  times  made  the 
right  moves  at  precisely  the  right  time. 
Never  was  his  uncanny  ability  more  obvious 
than  in  tlie  final  two  tournament  games, 
when  he  put  men  like  Craig  Raymond  and 
Jim  Jimas  in  the  game  at  precisely  the 
“right"  time. 

And  the  team ! It  was  very  fitting  in- 
deed that  a Villinova  player  won  the 
tournament  Most  Valuable  Player  award 
. . . because  the  Cougar  players  worked  so 
tightly  together  as  a unit  ...  it  would  be 
impossible  to  pick  the  single  man  of  the 
hour. 

They  all  were  men  of  the  hour,  and  so 
it  is  true  that  the  NIT  championship  was 
completely  a team  effort.  Credit  must  also 
be  given  to  all  of  the  other  staff  members, 
trainers  and  assistant  coaches  who  have 
worked  so  closely  with  the  team. 

Tlie  other  side  of  the  BYU  victory  is 
very  sweet.  From  the  reams  of  newspaper 
copy  that  was  written  in  New  York  about 
the  BYU  flag  twirlers  to  the  pro  basket- 
ball scouts  with  their  eyes  glued  on  the 
backcourt  tactics  of  Dick  Nemelka  and  Jeff 
Congdon,  the  focus  of  the  people  at  the 
tournament  was  on  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity. 

The  splendid  account  the  team  and  the 
school  gave  of  itself  will  no  doubt  be  the 
biggest  boost  to  BYU  prestige  in  a long 
time.

Foreign  students  wanting  to  at- 
tend school  in  the  United  States 
need  sponsors  to  help  them  enter 
the  country,  according  to  Dr. 
Ariel  Ballif,  foreign  studtnt  ad- 
visor. 

ONLY  TWO  PER  cent  of  the 
foreign  students  who  apply  to 
BYU  for  admission  ever  get  in 
the  university.  The  major  rea- 
son for  this  is  the  difficulty  they 
encounter  in  finding  a sponsor. 
Ballif  reports  that  at  the  pre- 
sent time  there  is  no  definite 
source  to  which  a student  may 
turn  to  find  a sponsor.  There  are 
over  900  foreign  students  on  cam- 
pus and  half  are  Canadians  who 
do  not  require  a sponsor.  The 
other  foreign  students  are  those 
who  know  or  have  a friend  in  the 
U.S.  to  help  them.

ANY  R E S P 0 N SIBLE  adult 
could  qualify  as  a sponsor  if  he 
resides  in  the  U.S.  The  sponsor 
may  help  his  student  financially, 
if  he  wishes  to  do  so,  but  this  is 
not  necessary.  Most  foreign  stu- 
dents are  independent  and  take 
care  of  themselves  once  they  are 
admitted  to  the  U.S.  The  govern- 
ment’s main  concern  is  that  the 
foreign  student  does  not  become  a 
ward  of  the  state. 

Parent  stated  that  most  of  the 
present  sponsors  are  the  families 
of  foreign  missionaries.  He  said 
that  many  people  would  like  to 
help  foreign  students  but  because 
of  lack  of  understanding  and  or- 
ganization this  program  has  never 
been  exploited.

MOSCOW,  (AP)-The  Soviet  Un- 
ion may  be  increasing  the  secret 
part  of  its  defense  spending,  in- 
formed sources  said  Sunday. 

ALTHOUGH  OFFICIAL  Soviet 
figures  show  only  a small  increase 
this  year  in  the  defense  budget, 
there  are  reasons  to  believe  budget, 
hidden  arms  budget  has  risen  signi- 
ficantly and  will  stay  high  for  some 
j time.

VC  Talks, 
Reveals 
Red  Trap 

SAIGON,  (AP)— A Viet  Cong  pri- 
soner who  talked  spoiled  an  ambush 
his  combrades  had  set  up  against 
U.S.  101st  Airborne  troops  and  gave 
information  that  cost  the  lives  of 
20  Communists,  U.S.  officials  re- 
ported Sunday. 

THE  PRISONER  enabled  the  Am- 
erican troops  on  the  central  coast 
to  hit  the  enemy  with  artillery  and 
mortar  fire  as  they  lay  in  ambush 
near  Tuy  Hoa  last  night,  then  en- 
gage them  in  a 45-minute  battle 
that  resulted  in  the  score  of  dead. 
U.S.  casualties  were  described  as 
light. 

The  action  was  one  of  two  U.S. 
successes  as  fighting  in  South  Viet 
Nam  dwindled  over  the  weekend  to 
sporadic,  scattered  actions. 

IN  OTHER  areas,  the  Viet  Cong 
overran  a South  Vietnamese  out- 
post on  the  central  coast  and  rout- 
ed a small  U.S.  Special  Forces 
team  from  an  island  off  the  south- 
ern coast. 

Weekend  air  attacks  on  North 
Viet  Nam  included  strikes  at  a 
military  storage  area  57  miles 
Northwest  of  Hanoi  and  roads, 
bridges  and  river  traffic  around 
Dong  Hoi  and  Vinh  on  the  Coast. 

IN  SAIGON,  the  official  Viet 
Nam  Press  said  the  communist 
guerrillas  are  recruiting  and  draft- 
ing married  won^en.  girls,  wounded 
and  ailing  soldiers,  disabled  youths 
and  middle  aged  men  and  women 
to  replace  personnel  lost  in  recent 
weeks. 

Sunday  morning,  the  101st  troop- 
ers found  a Viet  Cong  squad  of  10 
and  killed  one  of  them. 


SAC  Maintains 
Atomic  Capability 
With  600  Bombers 

OMAHA,  Neb.,  (AP)-The  chief 
of  the  Strategic  Air  Command  says 
its  Viet  Nam  bombing  missions 
haven’t  affected  SAC’s  ability  to 
throw  its  big  nuclear  punch. 

"THE  PRIMARY  role  of  SAC  is 
still  to  maintain  capability  in  the 
nuclear  environment  of  a general 
war,”  said  Gen.  John  D.  Ryan. 

A “very  small  part”  of  SAC’s 
fleet  of  600  B52  jet  bombers  is  in- 
volved in  the  Viet  Nam  bombing, 
Ryan  said.  Reports  from  Viet  Nam 
said  only  30  were  used  in  the  initial 
raid. 

SAC  ASKED  for  the  Bill,”  said 
Ryan,  and  will  be  getting  them  in 
1969. 

Defense  Secretary  Robert  Mc- 
Namara has  said  the  new  bomber 
will  fly  about  twice  as  fast  as  the 
B52.

Utah  Fourth  In  NCAA 


Utah,  despite  a record  perform- 
ance by  Jerry  Chambers,  managed 
only  a fourth  place  finish  in  the 
NCAA  basketball  tournament  at 
College  Park,  Md.,  after  reaching 
the  finals  by  winning  the  Far  West 
regionals  a week  ago. 

CHAMBERS  SCORED  40  points 
against  the  Texas  Western  Miners, 
in  what  nevertheless  seemed  to  be 
an  off  night  for  him  as  the  Utes 
were  knocked  from  the  running 
with  an  85-78  loss  to  Texas  West- 
ern. 

The  Miners  went  on  to  grab  the 
blue  ribbon  by  defeating  top-rank- 
ed Kentucky  in  the  finals  Satur- 
day 72-65.  Texas  Western  knocked 
over  Oklahoma  City.  Cincinnati, 
and  Kansas  to  get  to  the  basketball 
finals. 

IN  THE  CONSOLATION  bracket, 
Utah  got  dumped  again,  this  time 
by  the  Nation’s  number  2 team, 
Duke,  79-77.  Chambers’  32  points 


against  the  Blue  Devils  Saturday 
gave  him  143  points  for  the  four-.^ 
game  tournament  that  began  for 
the  Redskins  in  Los  Angeles. 

Chambers  broke  the  mark  of  141 
set  by  Clyde  Lovelette  of  Kansas 
in  1952  with  just  38  seconds  remain- 
ing in  the  game.

"CHAMBERS  IS  A great  jump 
shooter,”  Vic  Bubas,  Duke  coach 
said.  “There’s  only  one  defense 
against  him— don’t  let  him  get  the 
ball.” 

Ute  Coach  Jack  Gardner  said 
there  was  no  attempt  to  feed  Cham- 
bers and  aid  him  in  a bid  to  break 
the  four-game  record. 

“Chambers  played  a pretty  good 
game,  but  not  great,”  Gardner 
said.
